THE HYGEIA ICE 


Report ot the State Board of Health 


on the Artificial Ice 


The state board of health has made 


its report to the local board of health 
on the product of the Hygeia ice com- 
pany's >lant. The state board 5nds 
that the ice contains a large amount 
of free- ammonia, especially near the 
core, and that there is a faint odor of 
phenol. "Examinations of the tops of 
several caUes showed the presence of 
soapy and oily matters which evident- 
ly find their way Into the water of the 
tanks, but It is understood that the 
tops of the cakes are removed before 
the cakes are furnishes for use. 


Tho state board believes chances 


should be made in the operation of the 
plant. It d-es not believe it is neces- 
sary to filter the water after distilla- 
tion and objects to the sponge filter, 
which " is not only unnecessary, but 
its use apparently results in adding con! 
siderable dirt and soapy matter to the 
water. There is a leakage of ammonia 
about the plant, the board says, and 
attributes the presence of ammonia in 
the ice to this. The board also savs 
the odor of the Ice resembles the odor 
found in some of the rooms of the 
cold storace companies, and recom- 
ment that the two portions of the plant 
shotrTZrUte carefully separated. 


The board thinks there is a disad- 


vantage in freezing all of the water 
in the cans, that to leave some un- 
frozen impurities would be largely ex- 
cluded.

use ot this plant in any way whatever. 
Moreover, it is open to question whctbea 
tbe writers of these papers know what 
{manner of delicacy they ar* recommend* 
ing to their readers. 


For one thing, i«8Sy is extremely bitterf 


Indeed so much so that it «sed to be- eat- 
en as a representative of the bitter herb* 
which the Israelites were commanded to 
eat at Passover. It is easy to believe, 
therefore, tbat tansy was saote nsed as a 
tonic or as a. mortification to tbe flesh 
than a tasty pudding or a more frivo- 
lous fritter. Yet In an old cookery book 
of 1792 we find recipes for both delica- 
cies. But'ha vine mixed mcb good things 
together as smile, bread crumbs, ratafia 
essence, leqaoa, eggs and batter H must 
have been a grief to spoil them by adding 
as ranch "tansy joic* as wo«ld giv* it a 
flavor." A wine sauce, moreover, was to 
be served with,the fritters after cooking 
them in bolUnf lard. The spinach juice, 
to make the fritters green, might alsot 
well have been omitted. But then, how-- 
ever, they, would not have been tansy frit* 
ters. 


Tasty pudding was mad* with Naples 


biscuits, cream, eggs and a little sugar, 
a few tanay leaves and spinach to make 
it green. The mixture was stirred over, 
the fire till thick, then put in a cloth, 
floured and buttered, boiled three-quar- 
ters of an hour and served with wine 
sauce. 


The tansy is a plant which grows two 


or three feet high, with dark green, 
feathery foliage and neat buttonlike flow- 
ers of bright yellow color. 
Every part 


of it is bitter and aromatic and is used ia 
medicine "and good for the stomacke," 
as an old writer says. 


It is said to be good for the gout, also 


tbat if meat be rubbed with ians>y wan- 
dering bluebottles will strictly avoid it. 
This might be useful, but what about 
tbe meat? Would cooking obliterate tha 
bitter flavor? It is possible that wa 
might have to sympathize with the blue-

gome of the big up town stores are 


greatly bothered by rats. This is not pe- 
culiar to stores where food supplies nre 
stored, but applies even to phicos where 
fabrics and clothes ape carried. Some of 
the older buildings along 'NYashington 
((reel are infested to such an extent that 
Biuch damage results. The rodents ap- 
pear to find access to basements through 
drains. At least it is supposed they do, 
though it seems scarcely possible where 
plumbing is pretty carefully looked after. 


Places where furs are carried have to 


be very carefully watched, for it has hap- 
pened that a few energetic rats with good 
teeth have gnawed their way through a 
great many dollars' worth of merchandise 
in a single night 


In some places they are so numerous 
that a cat is overawed and simply will 
not atteinpt to attack them. In one store 
basement a few nights ago a wire com- 
partmen.t trap, familiarly called a French 
trap, corralled 10 big rats, which made 
lots of fun nest morning for a terrier that 
fives in Avery street This trap is sup- 
posed to be invincible, and, in fact, it is 
seldom a rat beats it, but recently a 
young dog that found several rate in one 
of them, when there happened'to be no 
one about to look after him, turned the 
trap over in his anxiety to get at the prey. 
This dropped the shutter, which is the 
secret of the trap, and allowed all the 
rats to pass ont. Since that not a rat has 
been caught iu that trap, although it has 
been repeatedly relieved of its bait. The 
dog had given the rats the tip, and they 
have ever since succeeded in holding the 
•butter doTvn while they haaled the bait 
over it, thereby escaping imprisonment 
themselves. Some legs of roasted chick- 
en were strapped with wire to the inside 
of the inner cage, and yet the rats got all 
but the bare bones and didn't get caught 
at all. To any one who knows the effi- 
ciency of the French trap this story may 
eeem almost incredible, but it ia neverthe- 
less true. 


It has been found in several stores that 


the trap is most attractive to the rat» 
.when it is baited with lobster. For a night 
or two it is wetttbaited and left open at 
both ends, eo that tbe rats may pass 
through it freely. Then one end is closed 
and locked. That night the number of 
rats captured will be limited only by the 
capacity «f the wire cell.—Boston Herald.

be stronger physically. His hands and 
feet will be much smaller. Labor saving 
machinery will reduce physical labor, but 
an increase ot athletics will make tho 
race stronger. Disappearance of small 
printing type -will leave the eyes much 
stronger. The ear can never take tbe 
place of the eye until some otber heav- 
enly bo.dy can be substituted for the sua. 
The hat will vanish and the hair will im- 
prove. 


"The home of this age will be a great 


communal dwelling, where all people of 
ths same kiuship will live under the 
same roof—children, parents, grandpar- 
ents, uncles, aunts and cousins. Rapid 
transit will eliminate skyscrapers, and in- 
creased artificinlfciition ot life will ren- 
der co-operatiim more necessary.

Dr. Theo.dore N. Gill, the eminent bi- 


ologist of tbe Smithsonian, said that the 
wisdom teeth would disappear, as would 
possibly the vermiform appendix and the 
little toe. 
"Man himself," said he, "la 


n striking evidence of the fact that he 
was cot specially created. He is not 
only like the ape, but bears the impress 
of many inferior" stocks.

Hygienic 
and sanitary progress will have an appre- 
ciable effect upon the average length ot 
human life, but longevity dependent upon 
improved physical conditions cannot be 
anticipated. I doubt if the hair will de- 
crease. The more civilized have a thick- 
er growth upon their faces than lowe» 
orders of men. Undoubtedly there will 
be many changes which cannot "be tore- 
told." 
"In the first place, every man will be 


white," said Professbr W. J. McGee, the 
noted ethnologist, in reply to the ques- 
tion. 
"His average height and weight 


will be decidedly greater. His head will 
be larger, absolutely and relatively. His 
hands and brain will be better co-ordi- 
nated, and therefore be will,be a better 
mechanician. His vision will be stron- 
ger, his sense of staell more acute and 
his hearing and sense of taste more deli- 
cate. On the whole, the man of tbe fu- 
ture will be stronger in relation to stat- 
nre and weight. He will live under a 
universal, republican government, but it 
is doubtful whether any one administra- 
tive head will be required. Disputes be- 
tween individuals, corporations, or states 
will be settled by courts of various mag- 
nitude. There will be a universal lan- 
guage — a composite of all present 
tongues, but, like the English, a lan- 
guage of vocables and syntax. Written 
and spoken language will be more sim- 
ilar. 


"Fish wUl be relatively more impor- 


tant as food. Oceans and lakes will be the 
main sources of food supply. Land will be! 
almost entirely occupied for dwelling and 
for horticulture and intensive agricul- 
ture. 
Need of clothing will diminish. 


Control of temperature will be met by 
other than our present retail methods. 
There will be no serious exposure to cold, 
In winter men will travel in well heated 
vehicles, carrying them from one warm 
building to another. Ozone will be sold 
at drug stores and will be applied to kill 
bacilli as soon as they, appear. 
The 


earth will be an endless succession of 
tuburbs. Cities will meanwhile grow less 
fcnd less dense. The street block or row 
Will be no more. The home win be more 
individual, each family occupying a sep- 
erate house to suit its peculiar taste, 
{Transportation will be chiefly electric and 
will be much more rapid as a result of 
straightening 
and 
multiplication 
of 


tracks. Aerial navigation will be valu- 
able only for sports and amusement. It 
will not be a factor in warfare, because 
there will be no warfare. 
Submarine 


navigation will be valuable only as a 
means of escape from storms. Vessels 
will be equipped with means of diving 
and remaining below the surface until 
storms blow over. Perfection of telegra- 
phy will decrease mall business. 
All 


children will receive the foundations of 
their education in public schools. Uni- 
versities and private institutions of learn- 
ing will give only special training. Chil- 
dren will have to study less, will learn 
spontaneously and will be encouraged to 
do what their minds naturally lea'd them 
to prefer. Sex of children will be prede- 
terminable."—Providence Jeunial.

And borrowing dulls the edge of hu&bandry. 


This advice he gives to his son, young 


Laertes, on his departure for Fratice. 
And it, contaiiiB a world of wisdom in a 
little space. 


The chronic borrower exists in every 


community, and he is a nuisance. How 
well \ve all kuow him under various 
forms! There is the man who invites 
you out to drinl: and then asks you for a 
$5 note, to be repaid the next M«iday. 
That day never comes, and the lender is 
obliged to charge the sum to profit and 
loss. 


Then there is the fellow who comes and 


borrows a small sutn, which he repaya 
very promptly, and you think you have 
seen the last of him. But you are mis- 
taken. He reappears and asks for the 
loan ot a larger amount, and if you are 
verdant enough to comply wjth his re- 
quest you will never see your money 
again. Following these comes the chap 
who is a mere beggar. lie wants a half 
dollar until tomorrow. 
But he nevec 


intends to return it, and you never ex- 
pect him to do this. You give him the 
coin to get rid of him lor the time being, 
and he shuffles oft' to spend it at the 
nearest taproom. 


Now, all these impecunious men were, 


no doubt, likely lads growing up until 
they fell into the habit of borrowing. 
They were probably honest enough ia 
paying their debts at the start, but thea 
came a time when, owing to Bome es- 
travagant expenditure which they could 
not afford, they found themselves unable 
to meet their just debts. 


They brazened it out then, and they 


have continued to brazen it out ever 
since. They have lost an sense of honor 
and all self respect and have joined the 
ranks of the Jeremy Diddlers, from 
which there ia little hope- of escape. 
They have no character or standing ia 
the community in which they live, and 
they that know them best will dodge 
around the corner when they see them 
coming. 


There is, of course, in trade a legiti- 


mate system of borrowing on good se- 
curity. Business could not be conducted 
long under ordinary conditions unless 
some such practice prevailed, but this 
does not furnish any excuse for the 
shortcomings of those who obtain loans 
without any idea of how they are to be 
repaid. 


"Borrowing dulls the edge of husband- 


ry," as the old courtier in the play truly 
says. A borrower is necessarily a spend- 
thrltt. He never has a bank account 
because he 'never saves anything. 
He 


bos nothing to draw upon but the_ sav- 
ings of his acquaintances, on which he 
has no claim. He may not call 'himself 
a dishonest mnn, but he is not far from 
it. For instance, he strikes a good na- 
tured slob who does not know him very 
well and by fictitious statements squeezes 
a dollar or two out of a poor innocent 
who can ill afford to lose it and -who, per- 
baps, needs it for the proper support of 
his household or for the payment of his 
weekly bills. That mdney is never re- 
turned, as the borrower well knew it 
would not be when he promised to make 
it good in a short time. The law may 
not be able to reach him, but some peo- 
ple would call him a thief. 
And the 


chronic borrower is far from happy. 
He has his moments of elation, no 


doubt, like Wilkins Micawber when the 
punch was brewed, but be has terrible 
hours of depression when he does not 
know where the next meal is coming 
from, and when he has exhausted the pa- 
tience of all his relatives and acquaint- 
ances. But he need not be in this pickle 
if he would resolve to live within his 
means and not indulge in luxuries which 
he well knows he cannot afford. 


Jf a man's expenditures do not come 


within his income, there is bound to be 
disaster in the end. He will be bank- 
rupt in both fortune and character if he 
does not wisely regulate his* expenses 
BO they may not exceed his salary or the 
receipts of any business in which he may 
be engaged. 
It is a wise rule for a young man never 


to buy anything for which he has not the 
ready money to ray. There is too much 
temptation in getting things on credit. It 
leads a man to obtain more than he real- 
ly needs and thus run-up large bills 
which he finds it difficult to meet. 


Ijonng fellows are too apt to jest about 


standing up the tailor or some other 
tradesman, as if it were a umart thing to 
keep an honest, hardworking man out of 
his money. Why is it not a better way 
to save up your earnings until you have 
the cash to settle a bill at once? In this 
way you will obtain the respect of your 
neighbors and gain a reputation that will 
be ot inestimable value to you in any 
reputable pursuit you may follow. It is 
just as easy "to be a white sheep as a 
black one and a deal more pleasant in 
the end. 


If you live to be old, yon do not want 


to look back over a wasted life and re- 
gret that you did not avoid these extrav- 
agances, which, after all, have brought 
you little or no enjoyment. Do without 
things rather than borrow.

QveatUrat at Paying Rent For Font*l{ 


•uad Cnat<un* Bui!Al»s». 


The comptroller o£ the treasury liaaj 


rendered a decision concerning thej 
question of tiae payment of cent by the 
United States for the postoffice and, 
custom house buildings La Hawaii. 
The practical effect of the decision, 
while setting1 forth the legal principle 
involved, is to leave the main question 
still open until certain facts can be 
ascertained. 


By the act of July 7, 1808, the ces-l 


sion of the sovereignty and property of 
the republic of Hawaii was accepted, 
and the Hawaiian Islands were annex- 
ed to the United States. The act pro- 
vided also that the functions of the 
former republic should be exercised by. 
such persons as the president of the 
United States should direct. On July! 
8 the president directed that those] 
functions should be exercised by the*; 
officers of the former republic, who( 
also continued to exercise them until, 
the territory of Hawaii was created by 
act April 30, 1900. When tfcla act took 
effect, the president of the former re- 
public was appointed governor of tbe 
territory, and, among other changes, 
the collector of customs of tbe former 
republic was appointed collector of cus- 
toms of the United States and contin- 
ued in possession of the custom house! 
buildings. The act creating the terri-i 
tory provides that the property of the' 
former republic "shall be and remain! 
in the possession, use and control of' 
the government of the territory of Ha-; 
wall and shall be maintained, man-i 
aged and cared for by it as its ownj 
property" until taken "for the uses of I 
the United States by direction of the] 
president or of the governor of Ha-! 
wall." 
! 


Keither the president nor the govern 


or has giv.:: -...._ dilution for taking 
any of tlie property for the uses of the) 
United States, and recently the gov- 
ernor gave notice that he should re-1 
quire rent to be paid by the United! 
States for the use of the custom honsej 
buildings. The question whether, Inj 
these circumstances, the United States 
Is liable for rent was submitted to the 
comptroller of the treasury, and be has: 
decided that if the collector took pos- 
session of the buildings with the knowl- 
edge and assent of the governor the 
United States is not liable to pay rent 
therefor, but if such possession was 
taken without his knowledge and as-j 
sent then the United States Is liable. 
There is a question of fact, therefore, 
still to be settled. 


ANARCHIST BURNS BOOKS. I 


Aa Intimate Friend of B>««ei Re-, 


nonnoe> HI* Tbeorie*. 


Albert Guidellys a native of Rega-. 


melia, Italy, says the New York Her-l 
aid, has reaounced big anarchistic and! 
atuetatio theories and burned all his 
books and other literature pertaining 
to those tcaohlngs. Guldelly la a bat- 
ter, and resides in a pretty cottage,, 
which he oWas, in Bay, avenue, Glen 
nidge, N. J. 


It will perhaps astonish the fashion- 


able residents of that borough to learn 
that for five years they have harbored 
within their precincts an anarchist of 
the most pronounced type. Guidelly 
was an intimate of Bresci and at least 
once a week consulted with him in the 
lodge at Paterson. 


Guidelly in early life became Imbued 


With anarchistic ideas. He is 38 years 
old, and his parents were strict Roman 
Catholics. Ho is a self educated man 
and a good talker. His wife became 
converted to his ideas soon after they 
met, 12 years ago. In his bouse were 
statues which their four children, 
three boys anrl a girl, were brought up 
to worship, and to believe there was no 
God. 


Guidelly was implicated in a swindle 


ten days ago and committed to Jail. 
He heard George A. Simmons preach, 
and it made biin a changed man. 


He furnished bail and then returned 


home and declared to his wife that 
anarchism wns all humbug, and to 
prove that he was earnest he threw all 
bis books into the kitchen range and 
smashed the- statues. 


He told hfs wife that they mnst be 


legally married, and a day or two ago 
ut the Rescue Home, in Newark, they 
were married by the Rev. Louis S. 
Osborne of Trinity Episcopal church, 
In the presence of a large crowd. The

United States Minister's Wife 


Tells Story ofr Siege.

guards were on hand. "We women and 
children were told to go into the house.

The next morning 
they fired, persecuted, etc., a large 
Catholic mission (Nan Tong), burning 
a cathearal built In 1600. 


"This is a grand, wealtS-y mission, 


with its hundreds of people. This mis- 
sion cared for our smallpox sufferers a 
year ago. The gopd work of this large 
mission was considered wonderful and 
farreachlng. 
The Catholics have a 


still larger mission, tbe Pa Tong, and 
» small one in the east city, which was 
burned the .night before. 
The Nan 


Tong and P& Tony the Frenab min- 
ister tried to guord. But he found he 
was weakening his force by dividing 
h!sf troops up In three places. 


"The guard was taken from the Nan 


Tong and sent" to tjie Pa Tons, *nus 
leaving the Nan Tofig unguarded. ,Ha 
couM do no more, and he was nearly 
wild over it The Nan Tong was fired, 
and of the devilish work done there I 
have no desire to teH. 


"The. morning following 20 Russian 


and 10 American soldiers, with Mr. 
Pethlc, au American, and Mr. Drye- 
bnrg, • a Dutchman, who speaks the 
Chinese language, want out with a 
guard to rescue the people at the Nan 
Tong. The Borersi fled and'the guards 
worked. Four of our men brought by 
here over 400 refugees. Some of the 
Bisters and priesto went by, here tha 
day before. 


"As .these people of all ages, condi- 


tions in*llf«, many wounded, thirsty, 
and hungry, burned, etc., went by It 
iwaa a sight They were taken to a 
large compound within our guarded 
streets and cared for by the legation. 
JJater the Russians came in with large 
numbers-, and still later our sli me'n 
came in with Wounded and burned ref- 
ugees.

'They stopped in front Of our lega- 


tion, and our doctor^ (Dr. Coleman) and 
e. Busslaq doctor cared for them. I 
did what I could see to do. 


"Hearts' warm 'in one grand, great 


love jn times like these. In the after- 
noon the English and Germans Bent 
out a rescuing guard, a&l they brought 
in many; These refugees are all Chi- 
nese, but they are al> Christians or 
those who are -In some way connected 
with foreigners or foreran ideas. 


"That sam^any fliere wa*much noise 


in the native city. T.be German min- 
ister, wfth awrne of bis soldiers, went 
upon the city wall and saw ten Boxers 
going throwg-h *helr Incantations before 
an excited crowd.- • These men from 
the wall fired into them? killing- seven. 


"That night some of the men from tbe 


Hetho'dist mission (the mission Is- near 
the gite) went to the gate and asl&d 
for the" gate ke'yS. The gate was lock- 
ed and the key taken, to Captain Hall 
of the United States guard at the Meth- 
odist- mission. The next morning the 
key was returned, but that night it was 
locked again and- by another key and 
lock. 
This time the United States 


guards went. 


"The first night there was a terrific 


din in the native city. The wall was 
between us. It sounded^ aa though 
madness itself was set free. . About 12 
o'clock all was still, and we. wondered 
jvhat would follow. 
Nothing more 


came that night. 
'Watch' was the 


Wordj and all did watch. Tbe next 
morning" large fires were set In the na- 
tive <nty. Every store that bad foreign 
goods or sold goods to foreigners or 
that foreigners visited'was set on flre. 


"The wind was blojvlng, and the flre 


epread_over acres of the very best, 
most thrifty parts of the city. Beauti- 
ful shops firll of the most^. beautiful 
things were burned. There Is no way 
whatever for these people to fight flre. 
They just have to let it burn until there 
Is no more fuel to feed the flames. 
„ "The flre bad gone north to the 
Chuman gate, the one we pass through 
In going to the railroad station, and 
the large towen building over one of 
the four gates was burning. 


"This gateway is to {he south, and 


no one passes through It, except the 
emperor, when he goes to worship nt 
the Temple of ITcaven^nnd Temple of 
Earth. 
Anytlilug or any misfortune 


befalling tJiat gato or gateway Is a 
'very bad omen;' some great misfor- 
tune is coming to the throne.' 
But 


It was the work of their own. hands. 


"My thoughts- wfcot out to onr brave 


den who are striving to come to out 
rescue. They, w.ltliout doubt? could see 
the large ,flre and* the burning tower 
and would feftr fp'f our safety. t We 
are all right and still feel that* no harm 
will come to tie legations, Thd Chi- 
nese government Will try to protect 
as, and oijr tirave men 'are worth more 
ttiaoi'jlu.oOo iioxera In a_ battle. 


"BoxerS flre afraid of firearms. Wo 


havp bern fenced in a little more and 
a little more until now. none of us goes 
outside the guarded streets. It is even 
difficult to get Chinese to go outeitio 
even wl'tb a message to th"e tsung-11 
yamen. 


"Sir. Conger has found it most difD 


cult t" JP! Chinese messengers to carry 
word to and bring word bapk from 
our doming troops. . N,o otuer legation 
but ours }int succeeded. Mr. Squlro'n 
Western "nill", Ice cooljr, a "iposf ugly 
looking old fellow, said that he would 
go. lie did twlco, and now he Is off 
agaiu. Poor old fellow! Where is he? 
I|c should have been In yesterday.

troops as yet, but word comes (rumor) 
that tie telegraph Is down between 
Tien-tsln and Shanghai, but nil the 
port elite* can help themselves; there 
is a Way but. Tten*tBln naa-been great- 
ly threatened. The native city there Is 
alive-with Boxers. We cannot hjar 
very often and surd hflw they are pros- 
pering in Tien-tstu of elsewhere. We 
are now about like being on board ehib 
on a great ssu in a storm. 


"July t.—What can I write? What a 


prolonged, dreadful dseam! Who can 
tell it? It cannot bo told or even im- 
agined. Well, 1 will write something 
of our-seeming experiences. We kept 
getting into closer and closer quarters, 
and the darkness kept thickening and 
we hoping, looking and praying for cue 
'coming troops' to appear. On the aft- 
ernoon of June 19 we were taking out 
afternoon tea when a- letter from the 
tsung-11-yamen came to M». Conger. 


"Mr. Cheshire took It and read it, aa 


It was in Chinese. He arose and said 
to Mr. Conger, 'Let us go to the oflice,' 
They went. We women asked no ques- 
tions'. Shortly I saw Mr. Conger has- 
ten out of the legation. Later I saw 
Mr. Cheshire, and he read the message 
to me which had been sent by the 
tsung-H-yamen. The following is the 
substance of the message: 
" 'We learn that foreign troops are to 


flre upon our forts near Tien-tsln; hence 
we breali otf all diplomatic relations 
with your government and ask you to 
leave Peking within 24 hours. No fur- 
ther protection will be given j^y us.' 


"Every minister had received the 


game message, and all hastened to tbe 
dean to hold'a diplomatic meeting. It 
Was out of the question to go in that 
time, and to attempt to leave o.ur forti- 
fications'here and go across the coun- 
try was sure death". A message was 
sent to the tsung-H-yamen, "Impossible 
to leave in that time,' etc., and they re- 
quested an audience with the tsung-H- 
yamen, cither the ministers go to them 
or they come to the ministers. 


"No reply that night. The mmlsteM 


wished to go the following morning at 
9 o'clock. Still no reply. The German 
minister determined to go alone, as the 
others thought best to wait for tbe re- 
ply. He did start with his interpreter 
and mafoo, two chairs and one pony. 
They "had not gone more than three- 
quarters of a mile before they, were at- 
tacked. 
* 


"The mafoo on pony rushed back to 


the Qernjan legation. The interpreter 
was badly wounded, but was taken 
into the Methodist mission. He Is still 
alive. The minister. Baron von Ket- 
teler, was shot through' the head. Word 
was sent at once fo the tsung-li-yamen, 
and they only found the two chairs, 
badly crushed. The Interpreter saw 
the minister shot and'Saw him falL It 
fell upon me to bear the word to bis 
eweet young American wife. They had 
been married three years. 


"The, order came while I was with 


her to go at once to the British lega- 
tion. I helped her pack some things, 
rind we went together to the British le- 
gatlon^ Lads Macdonald took, her'In 
charge! 


"I returned to the United States lega- 


tion at about 3.30 and found that our 
legation people were moving to tha 
British legation. Everybody was busy. 
The missionaries at the Methodist mis- 
sion and our marine's, with their hun- 
dreds of people, had come for protec- 
tion. T-he Chinese were taken to.tbe 
Fu'with the other Christian refugees. 


"The foreign guards have ever since 


been -holding ihe streets, Legation 
street and ,Wall street and the lega- 
tions on these streets. The Austrian, 
Dutch and Belgian legations have been 
burned; also the customs and large 
Methodist compound mission. 


"After we came ^nto the British le- 


gation the Dutch legation, west of the 
United States legation, was set on flre, 
and the wind took the flames clear up 
to our walls, even burning the Umte£ 
States soldiers' quarters; then went 
out, leaving a vast bed of live, coals. 
Tl&nk of it—our legation saved! 


"Another day, flre was set to the east 


of tbe UnRed States legation, and the 
flames did their work of destruction 
up to our very own walls and went 
out It was again saved. ,Alj rejoice, 
because the situation of this legation 
means much to jail. Three times our 
men had to leave the. city wall south 
of Legation street 


"The Germans,- with other helpers, 


protected and held tbe wall near the 
Hodiman gate to the ea^t, and the 
United States soldiers, with other help- 
ers, held the city wail at the west 
near the Chjenmau gate." There was a 
big gun (Chinese) placed near tha 
Chenman gate, and they would play It 
on our men. 


"If the wall would be forsaken by 


our men, the Chinese would come 
down to the east ayd throw their shells 
right Into this British 'legation, where 
we have come for safety until our 
'coming troops' arrive."' The position 
on this 'wall' has been most danger- 
ous.

guns. There were hundreds and thou- 
sands of the Bozcrs, and, now it' is hun- 
dreds and thousands of soldiers that 
ore fighting us and striving to drive us 
out Tbe .blowing of their horns and 
their yells and the firing of. their gups 
are the. most frightful tilings I ever 
heard. It seems as though they were 
right upon one. 


"The balls are continually whizzing 


by. When a generad attack is made, 
the bell in the tower tolls, telling all 
the men to be ready .and do their best 
This was excitta? at lirst. but night 
after night of thfa firing, horn blowing

"It makes our hearts acne for tha 


brave men who are fighting day and 
night for our safety until the coming 
troops can reach us. We have some- 
times thought that they may not have 
left Tien-tsln yet or that some greater 
calamity has befallen them than has 
Us. You see, to us there Is no outer 
world that we have heard from since 
June 14, and now It Is July 7. 


"We did nothing' on the Fourth except 


To wear our little flags and think of the 
dear homo folks. Mr. Conge/ and I 
went over to the United States legation 
aid go.t a silk flag and placed it oven 
the six United States soldiers' graves. 
Many of the foreigners called and con- 
gratulated us— in fact all of the dip- 
lomatic corps. They are always very 
nice about these things. 


"Aug. 14.— They are here, our 'com- 


ing troops.' 
Rejoice, rejoice! Warm 


grasps of hands and eyes full of tear* 
tell better the language of the heart 
than words can. Last. night was the 
fiercest firing that we have yet known. 
The enemy seemed determined to de^ 
Btroy us. ' Our coming troops thought 
we were no more, for they beard the 
firing, and quiet followed. They had a 
trying time in their long -coming. I 
will write you later. My heart Is too 
full now and hands too." .

when George Washington signed hia 
name during the early part of his fitst j 
Administration he frequently wrote it 
'George Washington,' although his favor- 
ite signature and the one he commonly 
signed was 'Go. Washington."

also been found on documents wri^ii 
'G. Washington.' Doubts may be enter- , 
tained ag to the accuracy of this state- , 
mont, as the almost universal signature i 
known to the public is with his first name 
abbreviated 'Go.,' but the facts are as I 
Btate them.

"When Mr. Lincoln first entered the 


White House, ho always signed his namo 
iu full, 'Abraham Lincoln.' Subsequent- ' 
ly be abbreviated his official signature to , 
the 'A. Lincoln' of familiar sight. 
- , 


"Mr. Cleveland elided one of his Chris- 


tian names before he came to Washing- , 
ton, and ho always wrote 'Grover Cleve< j 
land' in full. 


"The president devotes a specified time 


daily to affixing his signature to papers 
of state, and the commissions of army, 
navy and other officers bearing presiden- 
tial appointments, and presidential post- 
masters, of whom there are about 8,500, 
changing with each administration or re- ' 
commissioned if reappointed. Mr. Lin- 
coln evidently found that it consumed too 
much time to write his name in full, and 
this is the reason, no doubt, why he ab- 
breviated It, 


"It cannot be said with exactness 


which of the cabinet officers signs his 
name the most frequently. 
I believe, 


however, that it is the postmaster gen- 
eral. 
Not only does he affix ills signa- 


ture to the countless official papers of 
the department ia common with his con- 
freres, but he signs the commissions of 
nil the postmasters of the fourth class, 
and they approximate 70,000. 
Some- 


times one postoffice will be commission- 
ed several times during the term of the 
incumbent postmaster general, and it 
would not be far out of the way to say 
that he signs from 80,000 to 100,000 j 
fourth class postmasters' commissions ' 
daring his term.

In making these formal signatures, and 
they hurry through with it, as it is a 
task and blocks other more important 
work. Messengers stand by the side of 
the chief presenting the commissions or 
papers with one hand while they quickly 
blot each signature as made with the 
other."—Washington Star.

OILS FROM THE WHALE. 


Animals Like Other*. 


It has been asked which animals ben- 


efit most from the close resemblance they 
bear to other species. This; is what is 


1 known to naturalists as protective re- 


semblance, and it is almost invariably 
found among: harmless insects, animals 
or birds which bear a close likeness to 
quite different species which have more 
or less powerful means of self protection. 


For instance, says Pearson's Weekly, 


there is a species of butterfly found in 
South America, quite harmless, which al- 
most exactly resembles another species 
which protects itself by the emission of a 
strong, unpleasant odor when attacked; 
hence their enemies take the former for 
the latter. 


There are also flies which resemble 


bumblebees »o /fetrongly that they have 
been known to lay their eggs iu their 
nests, with the result that the two fam- 
ilies have been brought up together. 
There are other flies which gain protec- 
tion from their close resemblance to the 
dreaded wasp. In Mexico there ure two 
species of snakes of very similar appear- 
ance—the elnps, poisonous, and the pli- 
ocercuB, harmless. The same is true of 
certain lizards, the harmless being pro- 
tected by their resemblance to the for- 
midable. 
Nearer home we have the 


! harmless nnd even cowardly cuckoo pro- 


teefced by its resemblance at a short dis- 
tance to the ferocious and predatory spur- 


hawk.

\Vhtch Keep Them In Demand. 
"Whale oil," said a Dealer in oils, "is to 


•ome estent used as a lubricating oil, but 
not to a very large extent. When used 
for lubricating purposes, it is more often 
compounded with mineral oils, which are 
cheaper. Whale oil is used for temper- 
ing steel. It is still used in a limited- way 
by some people us an illuminating oil. 
Whale oil is used for making whale oil 
so.np, usfd for killing worms on trees. 


"Sperm nil is a fine lubricating oil, used 


on fine machinery, large and small. The 
fine sewing machine oil is likely to ba 
sperm oil. It is used for illuminating pur- 
poses iu safety lamps in warehouses, be- 
cause of its small liability to explode, 
sperm standing a higher degree of heat 
than mineral oils. It is used as a signal 
oil on shipboard, for lamps and lanterns 
and for side lights, and so on, and on 
steamers for a lubricating oil. For all 
these purposes mineral oils and lubricat- 
ing compounds have more or less sup- 
planted it because of their greater cheap- 
ness, but sperm oil is nevertheless in de- 
mand for them. There are some other 
uses for whale oil and for sperm oil, 
which are still sold to larger and smaller 
users by the barrel or the can or gallon, 


"The desirable qualities for some uses of 


these oils, once so commonly used, make 
a market for the comparatively Email and 
diminishing quantities 
of them 
now 


brought to sale, even though their prices 
are higher than tjiose of the oils that 
have so commonly supplanted them. 


"There is an oil produced from some 


part of the head of the whale that is 
much more costly than either whale oil 
or sperm oil. It sells in fact for as much 
as $10 a gallon. Tbis is watch oil, and it 
may be bought of dealers in watch sup- 
plies. It is used for oiling watches and 
also for oiling the arbors or journals of 
the wheels of tower clocks. It is not only 
a fine lubricant, but it withstands cold 
remarkably well, not freezing except at 
aa extremely low temperature, for which 
reason it is very desirable for such use in 
cold and exposed situations."—New York 
Sun.

Why, my dear sir, Alexan- 
der Herrmann was one of the poorest 
poker players that ever drew to a bob- 
tall. He liked a Social game and plugged 
away at it all his life, hut he was never 
anything but a raw amateur.

poker players are born, and it simply 
wasn't in him. As far as being able to 
manipulate the cards was concerned, he 
couldn't do it, even had he been so dis- 
posed, which of course he wasn't.

To do successful 
crooked work in short cards requires not 
only great dexterity of a kind entirely 
distinct from stage tricks, but also a pe- 
culiar temperament. All the men who 
became famous for that sort of thing in 
the old days were of the same general 
type, and, when I come to think about it, 
those I knew looked more or less alike. 
They could perform extraordinary feats, 
but it required years of practice and set- 
ting everything else aside. 
No profes- 


sional juggler could spare the time to 
learn. 


"Th6 best proof that Herrmann was 


unfamiliar with the tricks of the card ta- 
ble is that he was continually being made 
the victim. He made no secret of the 
fact that he had been fleeced time and 
again, and I happen to know personally 
that he was once swindled cut of a con- 
siderable amount by one of the oldest and 
Stalest devices known to the fraternity. 
When the thing was explained to him 
afterward, he was deeply disgusted, but 
he had never suspected it at the time."— 
New Orleans Times-Democrat.
